Rumania and have died of starvation 
on the road. The Rumanian “Libera­ 
tors" could not work worse 
havoc 
if they were an invading army de­ 
liberately ravaging an enemy coun­ 
try. 
Already the wheat production 
has fallen to 20 per cent of what it 
was during the war. 
With economic ruin has come the 
m olt savage oppression of the Mag­ 
yar, and German-speaking inhabitants 
and of the working class generallf. 
Thousands 
of young 
Hungarians 
have been dbported to forced labor in 
Bcsiarabia. 
Roman Catholic priests 
ana Protestant 
ministers have been 
flung into 
jail. 
Trade unions

been broken up, their organizers im 
prisoned. 
Worst of all have been the public 
floggings. 
Men, women and children 
all are stripped and publicly flogged 
on almost any pretext, and with ^ in 
credible savagery.
